AIESEC Charter Flights 
Prohihited By Ne w Ruling 

The new ruling by the International Air Transport Associa- 
tion has grounded all AIESEC European flights this summer. 
National President Steve Abrahams announced yesterday. 



The decision, communicated . to 
him by the lATA on Monday, ex- 
pressly denies national organiza- 
tions ot AIESEC the right to 
charters flights. In' the past, the 
Association's charters enabled 
members to fly to Europe at ap- 
proximately half fare. Tho ban, it 
is assumed, also extends to special 
group rates. These arc now prohi- 
bited to organizations of more than 
twenty thousand members, and are 
thus unavailable for AIESEC use. 

, Special Flights 

The ban, Abrahams pointed out, 
does not extend to locally organit 
cd flights and, for example, in no 
way affects the flights chartered 
by the Students' Exesutive Coun- 
cil of this or any other university. 

The National AIESEC President 
termed the restriction, applying to 
national organizations in every 
member nation, "a definite setback 
to the entire AIESEC movement 
throughout the world". Never- 
theless, Abrahams said, ho was con- 
fident that transportation could bo 
found for students participating 
in the European training plan.

. The Federation has learned it must cancel all five of Its scha> 
duled group fare overseas travel plans.

carriers. 

Some observers said "certain ir* 
regularities" in AIESEC's past ope- 
rations led to the suspension of 
the charter privilege. 

World University Service ot Ca- 
nada, which is planning a seminar 
in Pakistan this summer, will es- 
cape any action. A WUSC spokes*, 
man in Toronto said the seminar 
itself constitutes a separate orga* 
nizatlon and since members have 
been notified of their acceptance 



The move follows a ruling by 
lATA, a cartel of most of the 
world's major ah: carriers, that 
organizations with a. membership 
of more than 20,000 are now .lne- 
Icgible . for group fare reductions. 
Thé Federation now has' a student 
membership estimated at 100,000. 

The new ruling affects only the 
group fare plans and docs not af- 
fect charter flights already plan- 
ned from various individual uni- 
versities, including- the McGill- 
sponsored flight this summer. 

In a charter flight an entire 
plane Is chartered — about 110 
seats — and the total cost is di- 
vided among the passengers travel- 
ling. Under the group fare plan, 
groups of '25 or more passengers re- 
ceived reductions ranging up to 
60 percent of the standard fare. 

New Ruling 

Under the new ruling, group 
fares will be allowed to individu^ 
universities, but only if the uni- 
versity can get at least 25 students 
from the same university travel- 
ling at the same time. 

Formerly the students could be 
from different universities, as long 
as tliey were members of NFCUS, 
and since almost all Canadian stu- 
dents are members, no problems 
were .presented. 

The former plan worked well in 
that It allowed a few students 
from each university to group to- 
gether at a central pobit for 
grouped fare flights. It was parti- 
cularly good for small universities 
which could not get a minimum 
ot 25 travellers from their own 
school. 

The I A T A ruling also hit 
AIESEC, an international asso- 
ciation of students in Economics 
and Commerce, which featured a 
summer study session In Europe.

)Ie said if the students have to 
pay the regular fare to travel to 
Europe, they will pay a total of 
almost $100,000 more, or about 
$250-$300 per fare, depending on 
destination.

The SEC-tponsored organizations and events which, fill 
the calendar from September- to April, and provide students, 
both from McGIII and elsewhere, as well as the general po« 
pulation of Montreal, with a wide variety of stimulating 
activities, are the result -of many years of careful planning, 
experimentation, and refinement by succeeding generations 
of students. With few exceptions, each year' sees activities 
better 'than they were the' year before, only to be further 
Improved upon the next year. On the whole these improve- 
ments ore usually the result of ad hoc alterations by those 
charged with responsibility rather than -any baste changes 
In policy. In most cases, this It iho best method for imple- 
menting change, since it does' not undermine the substructure 
of the organization but merely refines the resujt. 



Nevertheless, the ever-Increasing numMr 'ôf»unlyers!tles 
In this part of the world, and consequently, the Increase' In 
the number of conferences, carnivals, and colloquia, competing 
for participants and supporters, has put some of our proudest 
organizations in a difficult position, demanding immediate 
action on a fundamental level. 

At present the Executive Applications program of the 
SEC begins its search for the various chairmen of MCWA, 
Blood Drive, Carnival,- etc., at the beginning, of March. Ap*, 
plications ore examined. Candldatias are interviewed. Plans 
are studied. Finally, in late March or early April, appoint- 
ments are made. Exams follow quickly txnk only in a very 
few instances is any work done in preparation for the next 
year, until June. 

In the light of the increased competition between uni- 
versities, June is often too late. MCWA wants the best possible 
speakers, but by June, those best speakers ore usually com- 
pletely booked for the next year and we must settle for second, 
third, or fourth best. June Is similarly too late when a McGill 
organization; which needs participation of other universities, 
tries to choose the most opportune dates for its event. In 
short appointing chairmen at the end of March or April, with 
the consequent delay in setting out the necessary plans, 
_ results in McGill events being too late for the best In many 
areas. 

If McGill is to preserve its high reputation in extra-cur- 
ricular activities; if we ore to compete successfully with other 
universities for the services of speakers and the support of ■ 
contributors, the Executive Applications program must be 
reorganized to permit »he necessary appointments to be made 
no later than the beginning of the new term, and earlier. In 
special cases such as the McGill Conference on World Affairs 
where competition is especially fierce. This It a relatively 
simple change, but one which will pay great dividends. 

End Of The Charter System? 

The international Air Transport Association has just an- 
nounced that henceforth, orgbhizations with' memberships' In 
excess of 20,000 will not be eligible, for, charter flights and 
the special, reduced rates which go wlthWeml Elsewhere In 
this paper the significance of this move for AISEC It ditcussed. 
Clearly NFCUS will also suffer because of Its' size, at vyill 
student and other' organizations all over the - world. . 

lATA it the central voice of tbe world's major airlines. 
In taking this slap, Jt was undoubtedly attempting to reduce 
the number of groufjs which have abused the charter privilege. 
However the "across the board" nature of this ruling will do 
more than this. It will deny to thousands of students the op- 
portunity to broaden their educational experiences with 
iummer trips to placet which they could not possibly afford 
to .see . if chtjrfer rqtet v/erè. Jnot available. McGill is both 
tmall enough and large /enough to charter, and fill special 
flights. Other groups are not to fortunate. We hope that some 
method will be found to avoid making the many suffer for 
the sins of the few. '• • ' 



A Study of Poland! Part II 

Polish-German Relations 

One aspect of the Polish Seminar which we are unlikely to forget inasmuch as it permea- 
ted our entire trip Is what may be termed "The German Problem" or "The Polish Problem", de- 
pending on how you approach the problem Itself. Essentially, It is exemplary of the Polish attitude 
toward Germany, an attitude of hate and fear, and one exploited politically by the Party's 
propagandists. Two Incidents ttand out In thit regard. 
The first Is the question of the tlonality even when ruled by Ger- 



Oder-Neisse frontier, the bound- 
ary defining Poland's "Western 
Territories" or "recovered terri- 
tories" from Germany and there- 
in the new Polish-German bor- 
der. Legally, the Poles claim that 
a series of international agree- 
ments .and settlements have gi- 
ven Poland a final and unalter- 
able claim to this area. 
, More specifically, the Yalta 
Agreement of February 11, 1045, 
. the Berlin Declaration of June 9, 
1045, and finally, the Potsdam 
Agreement of April, 1049 have 
decreed the Oder-Neisse line as 
the new German-Polish frontier. 
The German argument here is 
that the Oder-Neisse line was a 
temporary provisional adminis- 
trative settlement pending final 
delimitation in a peace settle- 
ment as stated in chapter DC of 
the Ppstdam Agreement. One 
question, then, is what is meant 
by "delimitation" and "adminis- 
tration". To the Germans it 
means that the Poles are to 
"manage" the territories until 
such a peace settlement can be 
made; the Poles, on the other 
hand, agree that delimitation 
means "marking of a boundary 
on the spot" and the provisions 
in the Potsdam Agreement for 
the transfer of the German popu- 
lation is in itself the "making of 
a boundary on the spot". 

Germany Objects 

The West German argument 
that the agreements were res in- 
ter alias gcsta, since Germany 
was not a party to them, and 
hence not binding on her is dis- 
missed by Poland on the grounds 
that the allied powers had tire 
authority to make a final settle- 
ment, both in virtue of Germa- 
ny's unconditional surrender as 
well as the German Federal Re- 
public's confirmation of the right 
of the occupying powers In the 
convention of October 23, 1053. 
Moreover, the Poles argue that 
the German Democratic Repu- 
blic In 1050 concluded frontier 
agreements on the basis of the 
Odcr-Nelsse line, and that as a 
bordering nation It was legally 
competent to make such a set- 
tlement. To the Poles, the case 
is settled in international law. 

Historically, the Poles dalm 
that the area was Polish '-In^na* 
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many. Moreover, contend the 
Poles, the German "fatherland" 
theory, if true, Is itself an argu- 
ment for the Polish claim. For 
not only has the German popula- 
tion been transferred, but there 
have been more Poles bom in 
these recovered territories (7,- 
000,000) than Germans who have 
left (3,100,000). 

Morally, the Poles look upon 
the recovered territories as, com-

habilitation of Polish refugees 
to their rightful homesi It Is Po- 
lish in character and therefore 
Polish In law. 

But there are two other consi- 
derations regarding the Oder- 
Neisse frontier, which are of 
paramount Importance to the Po- 
le. The first is economic and the' 
second political. Economically, 
the area Js of substantial import 
constituting 33% of the total 
area of Poland. 40% ot.its popu- 
lation Is under the age of 15. It 
Is no longer a question of a le- 
gal or historical or moral dalm; 
It Ifl an economic necessity. Mo- 
reover, It has a specific political 
utility; for It would not be poli- 
tically expedient to bave an area 
declared German; and It ia poli- 
tically expedient to claim these 
territories as Polish in compen- 



sation for the Russian annexa- 
tion of the Eastern Polish terri- 
tories. 

The Odcr-Nelsse line is a sen- 
sitive part of the Polish anatomy 
both in the geographical and hu- 
man sense. Canada , has never 
really defined her stand 'on the 
issue. The Pole's sensitiveness to 
a question which is intimately re- 
lated to this past and future Is 
paralleled only by our lack of 
concern with "his" problem. By 
Ignoring what the Pole considers 
the German problem, we become 
accomplices In it. And it It a 
problem which we had better wa- 
ke up to soon; for It Is one of 
the Impelling . factors keeping 
Poland in the Soviet camp. 

A second inddent< which re- 
vealed the extent of the Polish- 
German problem was a visit 
which our group made to Osurcn- 
der, or Auschwitz, the German 
concentration camp In Poland 
during the Second World War 
specifically designed "for the 
solution to the Jewish problem". 
Of Its 4,000,000 victims, a large 
majority were Jews. 

But Auschwitz waï represent- 
ed to us not as a memorial mo- 
nument to the victims who had 
died there, nor as an education 
of the potentiality of man's in- 
humanly to man, but as a pro- 
paganda medium, fanning the 
flames of the "Hate Germany" 
'campaign. 

Red Army Heroes 

A book, given to us outlining 
Nazi atrodtiea at Auschwitz used 
the words Nazism and Germany 
Interchangeably; the Polish mo- 
vie shown Jo us depicting Nazi 
atrocUlesiat.'Auflchvritz was. por- 
trayedîInTà'therb-vIllaln context, 
the villain being the German 
people and the heroes "the Red 
Army . . . which - UberatedjgUie 
camp from the horrors of Germa- 
ny."

"Last year 
it did almost $200,000 wortli of 
business and saved students travel- 
ling overseas more than . $100,000. 
This year we were hoping , to. save

the new lATA ruling shoots 'that 
plan down." 

Total Builnest 

While the total business done by 
the travel department is high, the 
department malies only enough re- 
venue above the actual cost of air 
charter.and travel.to. cover its ad- 
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ministrative costs. In fact the de- 
partment-ended last year with a 
net loss of $597. With the pro- 
jected increase in travel volume 
this year, it was hoped the loss 
would not recur. 

"The travel department was in 
the process of becoming one of the 
Federation's biggest projects and 
one' of the most useful as far as 
direct benefit to students is con- 
cerned. Ilcstrictive actions such as 
those outlined in the new IÂTA 
ruling could easily Idll the pro- 
gram," said Gqodings.

lATA: A Combine For Good; 
Decisions Must Be Unanimous 

GHAWA (Clip) - lATA (Injerpattonal Air Transport Associa- 
tion) Ifielf Is a strange beast. It Is d combine — and frankly admit- 
tod as such by memben of both airlines and the Air Transport 
Board — of 92 international, scheduled air carriers, that justifies 
its cartel nature, as a CPA official put It, "A combine for good." 

KLM' Royal Dutch Airlines, a pri- 
vate carrier based in Holland; KLM 
il about to launch into a student 
summer employment scheme which 
rcquireis participating students to 
pay their own air transportation to 
Holland. Under the new group rul- 
ing, unless they come in groups of 
at least 25 from a-sbiglc universi- 
ty, the students .will have to pay 
almost double for the return trans- 
portation. This move would hardly 
obtain more passengers for KLM. 

Fine 

KLM cannot give special consi- 
deration to this group, since an 
lATA ruling, once accepted by all 
govcmmcnU, is binding on all 
members. They would be subject 
to a $25,000 fine if they broke 
the regulation. 

The two Canadian carriers must 
abide by the rule once it is appro- 
ved by the government, or face a 
similar penalty. 

None of the officials contacted 
could come up with a reason for 
the new rulingK Speculation was, 
however, that lATA was trying to 
get at a number of "Irregular 
groups" illegally talcing advantage 
of the old plan, and that NFCUS 
was one of the innocents caught 
in the middle. 

However, running a close second 
was thé statement that most uni- 
versity 'students planning to use 
the group travel plan could afford 
full fare. 

. However, all officials agreed that 
NFCUS 'seems to have ia legitimate 
complaint and indicated that re- 
presentation from - the Federation 
would receive at least a sympathe- 
tic hearing.' 



All regulations passed by lATA 
have to be approved by the govern- 
ments, of the countries hi which 
the airlines are registered. -In Ca- 
nada, this comes from the Air 
Transport Board. 

Passage of any lATA regulation 
must have the unanimous support 
of ail members. One dissenting vo- 
te squashes a resolution. Hence 
both TCA and CPA, Canada's air- 
lines at the recent Chandler, Ari- 
zona conference, must have sup- 
ported the move, or at least not 
voted against It Similarly a dis- 
senting vote from any of the go- 
vernments concerned will squash 
out a resolution.
